Bantu of tyranny, injustice, and eufferingt 
iaVia Diemcn'iLand ; of " hair-breadth 
no-ye*" to flee from it, and of detestable 
Tiring' agniiMl British justice, British 
IjMjviir, and British, humanity, which in 
the minde of all veU.diapaatd British 
inbjects tnuat inspire contempt aud 

It ii not, however, to O'DonQBUM'e 
tUoiiou to tho blood, ntained banner of 
England, tn hi* rlugusllrig gcurrility of 
CTt rym.n, and everything Bngluh— to 
hu vile .bust! of all tbona aubjeet* of a 
country, who did not make a merit and a 
Mtritic* cheerfully, In breaking the lawn 
of that country by aiding the douldy 
diikononrad felon toaacajm, that we bate 
bow to refer ; we ahould be loth to 
run columns on any auhjeot no 
lemptible. 

Bat there are two Ihing* 
u in this transaction *a 
opinion, unreserved and 
attendant circumatancea, 

The (J ret of these ia, that if Mr. 
(PDotvohitk's narrative be correct, a 
number <>f ciiiiens in Van Diemen'a 
Land, in Melbourne, and in Sydney, who 
hare hilufiln been respected and nepeot. 
able, hare grossly infringed the liwi of 
the cnun'ry, and belied their loyalty tn 
lha Crown, by aiding in this tVion'a 
eaeapo. 

The second ia, that in thia narTatire 
we rind hnw falae, how intensely absurd, 
hive been tbi accounts to greedily 
iwillowed by one class of people, of the 
high, honorable, and aspiring character On* 
the Iriih t xilra. Fal«e to the Ian h» was 
pledged I ■ obry at a freeman, this man 
hat bean false to hit word of honor u a 
pruwner iriitor ; to his Qoeeo, he hat 
proved himself doubly traitor to his 
friends, in betraying the misled but 
generous sympathy they afforded him. 

The uutcliwurca made in Mr. O-Uusu. 
■tt't account leave no drjubt that he 
«w minted to eacape front his exile by 
partita well known in Sydney. He 
slates that he *Uid seventeen days in the 
louse of a Mr. Walsh, a gardener, 
{and, he adds, an Irishman,) near Sydney, 
within sight of Bo'any Beach, Ha men- 
tion!, the name* of merchants, abip- 
ewnere, lahdholdera, and other*, who 
connived at, and assisted in hit eacape ; 
and who went further, and subscribed 
the money needful for him. 

If the arm of the law be powerleaa to 
reach these men, wo hope, at least, the 
Government will bold tfatm carefully 
ia their view. Whatever sympathy, 
from a variety of causes, they 
might have for the Irish priionera 
condemned for treason, while that 
tympathy led them alone to aeek to 
ameliorate their sufferings, or to obtain 
the terminal ion of them by fair and legi- 
limiir means, no one baa a right to con- 
demn it, though tome may think it mis- 
applied, Kui the instant they found these 
things failed, and they sought to break ami 
defeat the law which they could not alter, 
they themselves became accaaac-riea or 
the fact, to the very crime for which these 
eonricbi were condemned. They reaiated 
the sovereignty of the law and of the 
Us- vex, and they became priaon breakers 
in fact, at much at the union tin utt wo 
man now suffering sentence of imprison. 
Bent, who sought to aid ths eacape of 
her husband, by forwarding a file to him 
in gaol, concealed in e loaf of bread. 

To Iheto partial, it ia true, that as 
crime, tttuwn may asaume a different aa- 
pect to horae-ttcaling ; but tiaitora, 
under any circumstances, lose all the no- 
hility which might sometime attach to 
mistaken intention*, when they aeek to 
■void the danger and poniahment they 
have dared, by breaking their word of 
honour, and treatheroualy betraying 
their fnenda. 

We hope the lesson will be sufficient, 
ind that better disposed people will 
learn, that it ia bat a too common mil. 
take to attribute to higher mini™ than 
the ehnrtclera of the criminals warrant, 
that opposition to the taw which ia soci- 
ally and morally* crime. 

With regurd to P. O'Dokoh he himaelf 
H 11 scarce possible to conceive any more 
degraded exhibition in a man who haa 
pretended to ask for national and private 
lymnathiee, than his disclosures afford, 
tau own perils past, he has forgotten 
ill the duties which he owed to those 
who enabled him to avoid them— all 
the services which were heaped upon 
hat, and which a lire nf gratitude 
would not enable him to repay. 

The vainglory of his nature is *zbi. 
filed alike in the futile attempt he made 
against the pence of hit country, and in 
IM pitiable narrntive which he ha* given 
«f his escape from exile, The former 
WKhery might have been excniet! in 
some degree by the delusion* or a dis- 
tempered imnginttion— the latter can 
Sad no relief in the dark atmosphere of 
falsehood, treachery, and vnnity, which 
■urroundi it.

Il would 
be at nnce the rni—t uplefuliil, th* mo»t 
■ifrnincant, and lh« Tnomt effective politi. 
«1 deraorntration that tiai been made for 
many a long year in any part of the 
world, 

tngland ha» attained a position among 
the nation* of the earth which in. 
volte* a tremendous reiponiiibiiity — 
a responsibility only to be mea. 
■uled by the magnitude of the in 
Lertfttft which depend upon the Council 
thst ,*ay ihe Imperial tele. The power 
of the Hrilibh Cruwaii acknowledged and 
full in every rjuarter uf the globe. In 
every UnA t on e^nery nes, its inltuenee is 
exerted, for good or for evil ; from 
the north la the south, from the 
eut to the weit, iu ptettige 
powerfully acts upon the policy of every 
nation under the sun Upon the will of 
England cnunlleaii trihea nf the earth 
I wait in abmluie aubmisiion - upon her 
advice many nations rely with deferance 
and raped ; to every act of hern are 
attached conaeriuencen afTeeting, in ■ 
greater or lesner decree, the well-being, 
even the very existence of Slates. 

ft is with these conaiderationn in view 
that the brilliant armament in the har- 
bour of Portsmouth will have been enn- 
teisplated, not only by the countless 
thou'anda of nut countrymen gathered 
together on the occasion, but more 
especially by the representative* of 
Foreign Nations, who were to accom- 
pany QrEcx VicToaiA and Her Parlin- 
ment at this Navnl Keview, 

The fleet assembled at Portsmouth under 
the immediate inspectinn of the QrEEtr 
of Great ntitain and the representative* 
of the nation ii one of the moil pmrer- 
ful that ever was brought logilhar. If 
nil so numcioun as ihoae fleets that 
awept the ocean in the late war against 
tiie tjrant of the Continent, and who>c 
groat achievements have conferred upon 
the flag of Knglin.1 a renown as impe- 
rishable m that which sanctiflea Ilia me. 
m«ry of Bjllajiii and MsawitoN; it ia 
' far superiur to them in every other re- 
quisite of efficiency and power. The ». 
•ourceiof aei*nce have been ethauiled to 
render our wooden walls more formidable 
than they ever have been yet. Tb» 
teachings of eaperience, the patient in- 
vealigitiona of the lawi nf met ban icu, the 
endleas eaperimen!s, the very waits of 
money which those experiments have in- 
votcrd, hare contributeil towards thin 
result. To quote from the Ttmrs : 

"The structure if.iiin !• is largely 

expanded and imjiiuvcd ; and although 
many succeasive naval administralinns 
have borne the not undeserved teproach 
oT wanted expenditure and abor- 
tive experimonts, we hive no* 
reached a paint of excellence from 
which we look down on ail that had been 
done before. The I>uke of Wellington 
and the Agamemnon, which will reapec- 
lively lead th« port and starboard divi- 
«!ons of the squadron into thi* day's 
n-Mii-.i,. battle, ere by gener.d cnnsetii tlie 
hue it shipi of their tlass which hare 
been launched from our yards ; and, as a 
mailing Ihree decker, the Queen will tup.

against any rivals. The main deck or 
these e.ilossal vessels is the mi.it strikinc 
picture which the r;r can behold of the 
«lern prepara'ions and ruder of aTV. 
Armed with guns far emecding in weight 
uf metal the greatesl [mwer of our ships 
of the line in the early part of this 
erntury, — with guns directed with a 
ni-ety and preci«inn which enable h 
three-decker to paint her brnidnide a* 
r ansily as a spoilsman, ninn his fouling, 
piece. — such -hips would bring into 
battle a force which no enemy bus ever 
yet encountered, and which probably 
no veaael uftoal could sustain 
fur half an hour without entire 
destruction But in addition to thci? 
improve men's und augmentations of ma- 
rine artillery, a new powir has bean bar- 
nosed m theftc houe batterii* of the 
ocean, and the foil ike motion of a brazen 
fin, reviving by the force of an engine 
iilaCrd bclciw the waler-line. enabkb the 
helmsman to guide and place hii shin, 
ngninat all the accidents of wind ami tide, 
with as much ease anil accuracy aa . 
battery of Held gun*. Naval lattic-i are 
the art of placing a vessel or a culumn of 
reuse!* in the manner best calculated to 
insure the deuructian of the enemy, 
without enabling him to bring bis foil 
p.rrengtB benr on the ships opposed to 
LTtn , and lie perfection of seamanship ia 
to aeco upliah these manrDiirrea in spite 
uf the Pwu most variable elements in 
nature— the wiml and the ocean. The 
su-am proi 't-ller lias conquered tliuse ob- 
slarks. tlenceforward the movements 
uf it squadron may be regulated with all 
but cniire certain!)." 

The true Englishman, the lover of his 
country's greatness — in whatever par" of 
the empire it ia liis dcslinv to dwell— 
cannot fail to reap saii>farLion from 
Ihe assurance which this demomlration 
of her warlike spirit and unbounded re- 
sources is calculated to arToitl. Al a lime 
when old monarchic* are fast falling to 
pieces from Ihe cm sequence, of in I ems I 
decay, and when tie Cotosius of the 



North thrcatena lu absurd into himself 
the nationalities of half Kiiturw-. il ia a 
auurce of honest eitultatiost *■■■> sec that 
Kngland is awake and ■lining, and lhat, 
disregard itig tbt dri veUlngt of Teacc 
Societies snd the narrow calculations of 
a shoTt-*ighied economy,— she, the 
mistress of the ocean and arbiu-esi of the 
srotld.laas once mare, at the call of doty, 
pal on ber bright panoply, and assumed 
in her strong hand the gleaming nword 
with which she has carved her way 
through every obstacle, and against all 
odds, to the pinnacle of glory abe 
now occupies- That sword will not be 
lightly drawn ; not in ■ foolish or 
urtrighoeoM cause will the Imperial 
Nation exert her strength. But ahould 
the peace nf the world be disturbed by 
the unscrupulous policy of selfish and 
grasping despots, the arms and the councils 
of England ara yet destined to exercise a 
powerful and a beneficial influence upon 
the interest* of mankind. 

It is impossible to fore ace what may 
he the result of the convulsion* that are 
shaking the old world; hut in the social 
and political revolutions which we an 
about to witness ia the eastern and 
western hemispheres, England silt play 
al important and distinguished a part in 
the " bloody arbitrament which mar en- 
sue," aa the baa taken in the spreading 
of true civilisation by peaceful means, 
in every tone and in every clime.
